DR. SYLVESTER DEAD. 


A Former Citizen 
of 
Decatur 


Called Away, Aged 62 Years. 


Attorney J. M. Clokey is in receipt of 


tho sad intelligence of the death ol' Dr. 
William T. Sylvester, which occurred at 
Jacksonville, Florida, on October 16th, 
aged G2 years. The deceased, who was 
a native of New York state, was early in 
life- a resident of Arcola, III., for many 
yo'irs.

J. Con- 
dell for 310,001). and when ho went 
to Florida he disposed of it at a good 
figure. 


The Jacksonvillc Ifefropo/i's. iu noting 


tho death of the Doctor, states that he 
was attacked by a strange disease known 
as purpera ho^morrhagica, a disease 
originating in the Canadian provinces 
and which causes hemorrhages from the 
nose and mouth and an eruption of the 
skin. 


Dr. Sylvester had resided in Florida 


for a period of 12 years. 
Before going 


south he represented Coles county in 
tho Illinois legislature and won distinc 
tion for sound discretion and as a par- 
liamentarian.

A NEW LAW. 


All Are Now .Required to Bora 


Hogs Tfcat Die of Cholera. 


The following law, entitled "An Act 


to Prevent the Spread of Contagious 
and Infectious Diseases Among Swine,'' 
was passed at the lust session of the 
legislature: 


BtcTio.N 1. Be it enacted by the poo- 


plo of the State of Illinois, represented 
in the General Assembly: i'hat whoever 
being the owner of or having charge of 
iiny Bwiao shall suffer tbo same to run 
at large Khali be fined not Ices than 
three dollars (&i) nor more than teu 
duiluro ($10) for each offense, and for 
every day ho shull allow the same to run 
ut large, having been once convicted un- 
der this act, The herding of any swine 
upon the grounds of another without 
tha consent uf tbe owenr or person hav- 
ing control of such grounds shall be 
deemed a running at large under this 
act. 
The law providing for holding 


elections to vote upon the question of 
allowing domestic Animals to run at 
largo shall not be construed to mean 
awine. 


SEC, 2. It shall be the duty of (the 


owner or person having charge of) any 
swine and having 
knowledge of, or 


reasonable grounds to suspect the ox- 
iatunco among them 
of the disrase 


known as "hog cholera," or any contag- 
OOUB or infectious disease, to use all 
reasonable means to prevent the spread 
of the same, and upon its coming to his 
knowledge that un> of such swine has 
died of, or been slaughtered 01 account 
of any ouch disease, to immediately 
burn or bury the same to tho depth of 
two (3) fort. 


SEC. I). No person shnll convoy upon 


or akiug anj public highway, or other 
public grounds, or any private lande, 
any diseased swine, or swine known to 
hnvo died of or been slaughtered on ac- 
count of any contugious or infectious 
dinciioo. 


Sri:. 5. Any person convicted of n vio 


lation of sections two (2) or three (3) of 
this act, shall bo fined in any sum not 
lesa than live (3) or more than fifty ($50) 
dnllurs, and shall bo held liable in dam- 
ages to tho poison or persons who may 
have suffered loss on account of such 
violation.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 
WASHINGTON, D.C., Oct.li2,18!XJ. 


Tho Republican National committee 


will shortly decide the time and place 
for holding the next national convention. 
Chairman Carter, who was in Washing- 
ton to-day, says he has asked tho opin- 
ion ot every member of the committee 
by letter, and has within the last 
few- 


days had conferences with many ot 
them. It is an invariable rule that tha 
committee meeting which decides tho 
time and place for the convention must 
be held six months previous to tho dato 
upon whioh the convention meets. There 
is a difference of opinioij, both iu and 
out of the committee, as to whether thu 
convention should bo as eaily as may or 
whether it should bo held after the 
Democratic 
convention. 
In 
other 


words, whether the presidential cam- 
paign shall be a ling or a short ouo. 
Tho decision lies entirely with the na- 
tional committee, although the action of 
its members will, of course, be influenced 
by tho opinion of other leading Repub- 
licans. Should u majority of tho com- 
mittee indicate their 
preference 
for 


holding tho convention in May, tho 
committee meeting will have to bo held 
some time next month. 


Senator Cullom, of Illinois, was so 


much interested in tho Waller case that 
ho came to Washington with tho Chi- 
cago lawyer who brought a petition 
signed by lending citizens of that city, 
asking Mr. Cleveland to secure the lib- 
eration of ex-Consul Waller, now un- 
justly confined in a French prison.

SENATOR HERB DEAD. 


Tho Alton legislator Dies from an 


Attack of Paralysis. 


ALTON, ILL.. Oct. 16.—Hon. Charles 


August Herb, a prominent business man 
of this city and state senator from 
Vladieon county, who waa suddenly 
stricken with an attack of paralysis last 
Thursday and has been unconscious 
since, passed away this afternoon. Sen 
ator Herb was highly esteemed, and tbe 
news of bis death has heon received 
with sincere regret. 


Charles A. Horb was born in Wurtem- 


burg, Germany, in 1346, and whoa eight 
years old camo with his father's family 
to the state of New York. He wasclerk- 
log at Alton whon the war broke out, 
but enlisted as a drummer boy, being 
too young to enter the rnnka. In 1864 
he enlistccl in the cavalry service as a 
private. He was mustered out Novem- 
ber 17,1865, and returned to Alton and 
then wont toBunkor Hill, whore be took 
a clerkship. He served five years as al- 
derman at Alton and in 1883 was elected 
mayor. He is survived by three sons 
and four daughters. In 1894 ho was 
elected to tho senate by a majority of 
854, although the district had been 
Democratic by 1400 majority.

able, warfare the Illinois Association will 
join, lending the power of its inlluenco 
to iittain tho end desired. There is 
something of a complication in Chicago 
ou the grain weighing question, und the 
sugar rclinery and other concerns which 
refuse to observe the rules adopted by 
tho Board of Trade are causing most of 
thu trouble, They don't want to sub- 
mit to weighing done by liny disinter- 
ested party under bond to occupy thu 
position of a public weigh-master, who 
will give thu buyer and seller a square 
deal, but on the other hand they say 
they will recognise the Chicago city 
weigh-mustcrs. These mun are not rec- 
ognized as competent or reliable, and 
they iire not recognized |.y those who 
handle largo quantities of grain daily 
and o.xpecl and will light'for honest 
weights. 


It is tho experience of all dealers who 


sell grain to the sugar refineries that 
there is u shortage reported in every car 
sold, whereas there is co evidence thut 
nny of the corn vvasshid;en outer stolen. 
The shortage generally goes at

pounds to the ear, by which system the 
company can get a rnko off of nbuutSlOO 
every day in tho week. 
Other parties, 


who are fighting tho reform movement, 
also report shortages with disgusting 
regularity and tho shipper bus thus far 
been compelled to slant! it.
